\e GENERAL SUMMARY. 


The Marriage-rate for the first quarter of 1937 was 4-5 per 1,000 of the estimated popula- 
tion. This rate is 0:3 below the average for the corresponding quarter of the five years, 
1932-36. The rate for Catholic marriages was 4-7 and for all other marriages 2-9 per 1,000. 

In Northern Ireland the marriage-rate for the quarter was 5:5 per 1,000; in England and 
Wales, 7:0; and in Scotland the rate was 6-6 per 1,000. 


The Birth-rate was 18-4 per 1,000, representing 13,569 births registered. This rate is 
0:7 below the average for the first quarter of the five years, 1932-36. For Dublin City 
the birth-rate was 22:6; for Dun Laoghaire, 16-9; for Cork, 19-2; for Limerick, 22-6; and 
for Waterford, 23-7. 


The corresponding birth-rate “for Northern Ireland during the quarter was 19-4; for 
England ‘and Waleés,“14-4 ; “and for Scotland, “17-6. ~ The birth:rate for Belfast was 21-3 
for Londonderry, 28-1 ; for London, 13-2; for Glasgow, 19-8; and for Edinburgh, 15-2. 


The rate in respect of Deaths registered (in number 15,366) was 20-8, being 4-1 above the 
average for the first quarter of the preceding five -years. 


For Dublin City the death-rate was 21:2; for Din Laoghaire, 17:8; for Cork, 26-0; for 
Limerick, 20-8; and for Waterford, 21-3. 


In Northern Ireland the death-rate. for the quarter under review was 19-4 per 1,000; in 
England and Wales, 16-3; and in Scotland, 18-0. In Belfast the rate was 21-2; in London- 
derry, 18-6; in London, 16-4; in Glasgow, 18-8; and in Edinburgh, 18-5. 


Deaths from the Principal Epidemic Diseases (comprising typhoid fever, typhus, small-pox, 
measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, diphtheria, dysentry and diarrhoea and enteritis 
of children under 2 years of age) represented an annual rate of 0-6 per 1,000, which is Ss 
to the avetage for the first quarter of the five years, 1932-36. 


The mortality from Infiuenza was equivalent to a rate of 2:6 per 1,000, which was 1°8 
above the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the preceding five years. 


The rate for deaths from all forms of Tuberculous Disease was 1-4 per 1,000, which is 0-1 
above the average rate for the first quarter of the five years preceding. 


‘Deaths from Puerperal Conditions are represented by a rate of 4-7 per 1,000 births regis- 
tered,.comprising 1-6 for puerperal sepsis and 3-1 for other puerperal conditions, as compared 
with 5-3, 1-6 and 3-7 for the first quarter of the five years 1932-36. 


The Infant Mortality rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births registered) 
was 91, in comparison with an average of 80 for the first quarter of the preceding five years. 


It is estimated that the population at the middle of the year 1937 was 2,950,000 (1,513,000 
~ males and 1,437,000 females). This estimate, based on the population according to the Census 
of 1936, the number of births and deaths registered, and the passenger movement (including 
emigration and immigration), is subject to revision in subsequent issues of this return, and in 
the Annual Report of the Registrar-General. 


During the first quarter of 1937,the number of Emigrants to places out of Europe and 
not within the Mediterranean Sea was 176, and the number of Immigrants from these places 
was 246. Including these figures the balance outward of the total passenger movement for 
the quarter was estimated to be 14,177.

MARRIAGES, 


...The marriages: registered during the quarter ended 31st March, 1937, numbered 3,357, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 4-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population; this rate was 
0-6 below that for the corresponding quarter of 1936, and 0-3 below the average for the 
first quarter of the five years, 1932-36 (See Table I). Of the total marriages, 3,200 (or 4-7 
per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the population) were celebrated in accordance 
with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. The remainder (157) is equivalent to 
2-9 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. The rate for Catholic marriages is 0'5 below, 
and that for other marriages 0- d below the respective tates for the first quarter of the 
heaps ago 


BIRTHS. 


‘Births registered i in the 642 Registrars’ Districts into which Saorstat Hireann is divided 
for registration purposes, amounted to 13,569, of which 6,921 were those of males and 6,648 
of females, or 1,041 of the former to 1,000 of the latter. 

The birth-rate was-18-4 per 1,000: of the estimated population, being 0-7 below the average 
for the first quarter of the five years, 1932-36 and 1-1 below that for the corresponding 
quarter of last year (See Table I). 

The hirth-rate for Urban Districts (including the cities or boroughs) was 21-2, and for 
Rural Districts, 17-0 (See Table IV), as compared with 24-1 and 16-8, respectively, in the 
first quarter of 1936. 

For the Principal Towns, the birth-rate was 21-7, as against 24-1 in the corresponding 
quarter of 1936. 

Amongst the towns, the rates varied from 25-9 for Drogheda, 23-7 for Waterford, and 
22-6 for each: of Dublis and Limerick, to 13-0 for Bray, 16-9 for Din Laoghaire, and 17-4 
for Dundalk. 


DEATHS. 


The number of: deaths registered during the quarter was 15,366 ; of these 7,766 were 
of males and 7,600 of females. For all persons the equivalent annual rate was 20-8 
per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 4-1 above theaverage for the first quarter of 
the preceding quinquennial period, and 3-4 above the rate for the first quarter of the 
year 1936 (See Table I). 

For the Urban Districts in the aggregate, the death-rate was 20: 8, as compared with 18-2 
in the first quarter of 1936, and for Rural Districts, 20-8, in comparison with 16-5 for the 
corresponding period of the year 1936. 

The annual rate represented by deaths from all causes for the Principal Towns in the 
aggregate was 21-2, as compared with 18-6 in the first quarter of 1936. 

The rate for each of these towns is as follows, ranging in order from the lowest to the highest 
—Dundalk, 13-1; Kilkenny, 15:3; Sligo, 15-7; Bray, 17-0; Dun Laoghaire, 17-8 ; Tralee, 
18:7; Galway, 19-0; Limerick, 20:8 ; Dublin, yA toe Waterford, 24:3. Wexford, 22.2 « 
Cork, 26:0; and Drogheda, 29-5. 


Causes of Death. 


"Table Tk tore the Preeatitg es some of the principal causes for the first quarter of 
1937 and for each quarter of the preceding five years, as well as the averages for each quarter 
of these years. 


Principal Epidemic Diseases.—From this Table it will be seen that the number of deaths 
from this group of causes is 446, as compared with 418 for the first quarter of 1936. This 
figure is 22 more than the average (424) for the corresponding quarter of the five years 1932-36. 
When compared with the- average figure, increases are. shown. .in scarlet. fever, 
whooping-cough, and diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, amounting to 13, 52, 
and 4 respectively ; on the other hand decreases are apparent in typhoid fever, measles, and 
diphtheria, amounting to 2, 17 and 27 respectively. 

Deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, numbered 121; of these 83 
(or 16-1 per 1,000 births) were recorded for urban areas, as against 38 (or 4-5 per 1,000 births) 
for..rural areas, ,.For urban areas of 10,000 population and upwards (‘ Thirteen’ Principal 
Towns ’’), the mortality was 18-1 per 1,000, births, as compared with 8-0'per.1,000 for urban 
districts with less than 10,000 inhabitants. 

Table III shows that the mortality rate from the principal epidemic diseases in the counties 
and cities varied from 0-1 for each of Kilkenny, Westmeath and Monaghan counties, and 0-2 
for each of Laoighis, Longford and Waterford counties, to 1-2 for City of Dublin, and 1-6 for 
Offaly county and Cork County Borough. 

- The death-rate from these diseases for the thirteen principal towns in the aggregate was 1-2, 
the rates varing between 0-4 for Kilkenny and 0-5 for Din Laoghaire to 1-4 for Drogheda and 
1-6 for Cork County Borough. The,524 deaths from the latter atea included 8 from measles, 
5 from scarlet fever, 4 from whooping - cough, 3 from diphtheria, and 13 from diarrhoea and 
enteritis of children under 2 years of age. There were no deatcGs registered for Dundalk from 

any of these epidemic diseases. (Table IV.). 


4 Quarterly Return of Marriages, 


Influenza —Deaths from influenza numbered 1953, representing an annual rate of 2-6 per 
1,000. The average number for the first quarter of the preceding five years was 580 with 
a rate of 0-8. Of the deaths. for the quarter under review, 436,appertained to urban districts, 
and 1,517 to rural districts, 


Tuberculosis—The number of deaths from all forms of this disease during the quarter 
was. 1024, equivalent to.an annual rate of 1-4 per 1,000 of the population, as,compared with 
an average of 975, and a rate of 1-3 for the first quarter of the five years, 1932-36. As may be 
seen, from Table. III, the rates varied from 2-1 for the City of Dublin and 2-0. for Cork County 
Borough to 0-5 for Roscommon county and 0-6 for each of Kilkenny and Longford. counties. 
The rate for the aggregate city or borough areas and urban districts was 1-9 per 1,000 of the 
population of these areas, as compared with 1-1 for rural areas. For the thirteen principal 
town areas it was 1-9, and for the urban districts under 10,000 population the rate was 1-7. 


Puerperal Conditions.—The number of deaths.ascribed to accidents and diseases. of pregnancy 
and childbirth was 64, being equal, to 4:7 per 1,000 births registered. Of the 64 deaths, 
22. were due to puerperal sepsis, or 1-6 per 1,000: births, and 42, or 3-1 per 1,000. births, to 
other puerperal conditions. The corresponding average rates for the first quarter ofthe 
five. years 1932-36 were. 5-3, 1-6 and 3-7 respectively. 


Ages at Death. 


Of the total deaths. at alk ages registered during the quarter, 1,240, or. 8-1 per. cent., were 
those of infants under one year of age, and 7,785, or 50-7 per cent., were those. of’ persons. 
aged 65 years and upwards. 


Infant Mortality.—The infant mortality rate was 91 per 1,000 births: registered, as com- 
pared with 68, 60. and 84. respectively, for the three preceding quarters, and an average of 
80 for, the first quarter of the five years. preceding (Table I): 

For. county, boroughs. and. urban districts in the aggregate the rate was 133: and for all 
rural districts 66 per 1,000 births (Table ITI). 


Deaths in Public Institutions. 
Deaths in institutions numbered 4,531, or 29-5. per cent. of all: deaths registered. 


Inquests. 


There were 329 inquests or deaths registered on Coroners’ Certificates during the quarter, 
this number. being. 2-1. per cent. of the total: deaths registered. 


Uncertified: Deaths. 


‘The number of entries in which the cause of death was-not stated to have been certified by 
a. medical: practitioner was 2,920, or 19-0. per cent. of the total: deaths. 


Cases. of Infectious Diseases. 


Table. VI gives the. number of such cases notified during the quarter in urban and rural 
districts. The total:number amounted: to 2,656, 


Vaccination. 


As. returned. by. the Registrars, the. number. of successful primary vaccinations during the 
quarter. ended 31st: March. last was2,96], or 21-8 per cent. of the births registered during 
the quarter, the corresponding rate forthe first quarter of the five years. 1932-36 being 34-1,

CITY OF DUBLIN. 


BIRTHS. 


Exclusive of 398 births in institutions of infants whose mothers were admitted from other 
localities, the number of births recorded for the City of Dublin during the quarter under review 
was 2,661. ‘The annual rate represented thereby was 22-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population, 
as compared with a rate of 26-4 for the corresponding quarter of 1936. The total births regis- 
tered (3,059) comprise 1,521 boys and 1,538 girls. 


“ DEATHS. 


Omitting 327 deaths registered in the city relating to other localities, and including those of 
persons usually resident in the city who died elsewhere in Saorstat Hireann, the deaths for 
Dublin during the quarter numbered 2,503, equivalent to an annual rate of 21-2 per 1,000 of 
the population, as compared with 18-9 for the first quarter of 1936. ‘The total number of 
deaths registered in the city was 2,773—1,325 males and 1,448 females. 


Causes of Death, 


The following statement shows the number of deaths from some of the principal causes

Principal Epidemic Diseases.——The deaths from this group of causes numbered 143, afford- 
ing an annual rate of 1-2 per 1,000, being equal to the rate for the first quarter of the preceding 
year. 


Tuberculosis,—The deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease recorded for the city 
numbered 247, representing an annual rate of 2-1 per 1,000, as compared with 1.9 for 
the first quarter of the preceding year. 

Of the 247 deaths, 196 were ascribed to pulmonary and 51 to other forms of the disease, 
the former representing a rate of 1-7 per 1,000, and the latter 0-4 per 1,000. 


Ages at Death. 

Of the 2,503 deaths relating to the City of Dublin registered during the quarter, 583 (or 
23-3 per cent.) were those of children under five years of age, and 821 (or 32-8 per cent.) were 
of persons 65 years of age or upwards, the corresponding percentages in respect of the first 
quarter of 1936 being 23-5 and 34:3, 


Infant Mortality. 
There were 375 deaths of infants under one year of age for the city, equivalent to a rate of 
141 per 1,000 births. The rate for the first quarter of 1936 was 122, 


Deaths in Publie Institutions. 
The deaths of Dublin residents occurring in public institutions registered during the quarter 
numbered 1,216 or 48-6 per cent. of the total deaths. 


Cases of Infectious Disease. 
_ The number of cases of infectious disease notified during the quarter, as shown in Table VI,- ©

METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for the March quarter, 1937, deduced from the mean weekly tem- 
perature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, Dublin, was 40-8°; at 
Cork (Roche’s Point) 44-3° ; at Peamount Sanatorium, 40-0° ; at Greenwich, 42-0° ; at Glasgow, 
39-7°; and at Edinburgh, 38-0°.. : 

The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded during the quarter at Dublin 
was 2:4; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 2-5; at Peamount Sanatorium, 2-6; at Greenwich, 2:0; at 
Glasgow, 1:9; and at Edinburgh, 2:8. 

The total rainfall during the same period at Dublin measured 10-8 inches; at Cork (Roche’s 
Point), 17-1 inches; at Peamount Sanatorium, 10:4 inches; at Greenwich, 9-5 inches; at 
Glasgow, 8:9 inches ; and at Edinburgh, 6-8 inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the Meteorological 
Office, London :— 
JANUARY. 


The month was unsettled and wet with frequent gales at exposed places. The excessive 
rainfall was general and amounted to more than twice the average over fairly large areas in 
the south. At Valentia Observatory it was the wettest January in a record which goes back 
to 1866. Rainfall was also very frequent; for example, measurable rain fell on 30 days at 
Valentia, 29 days at Roche’s Point, and 28 days at Seskin, Carrick-on-Suir and at Waterford. 
Snow or sleet was widely reported on the 29th and 30th. 

Mean temperature was somewhat variable, the deviation from the average ranging from 
—0-:9°F. at Malin Head to +1-2°F. at Phoenix Park, Dublin. Among warm days were the 2nd, 
3rd, 6th, and 11th, while some low minima were registered on the 8th, 14th, 19th and 20th. 
A cold period with winds from some easterly point occurred from the 27th—30th. The extremes 
for the month were 58°F. at Cork on the 3rd and 23°F. at Markree Castle on the 20th. 

Sunshine aggregates were considerably below the average on the whole, particularly in the 
south and at Mallaranny. 


FEBRUARY. 


Unsettled, wet weather prevailed throughout February, with winds mainly from some 
westerly point. 

The excessive rainfall was eneral, the percentage of the average for the period 1881—1915 
ranging from 114 at Blacksod Point to 208 at Glasnevin, Dublin. Rainfall was not only 
excessive, but very frequent ; measureable rain occurred on each day of the month at Markree 
Castle, Blacksod Point and Mallaranny. Sleet and snow, accompanied by strong northerly 
winds or gales at exposed stations were widely reported on the 27th and 28th. 

Mean temperature somewhat exceeded the average on the whole, the deviation varying from 
+0-:1°F. at Malin Head to +1-6°F. at Cork. Among the mildest periods were the 2nd—4th, 
13th—1ld5th and 17th—19th. It was cold on the 27th and 28th and low minima were recorded 
also on the 12th. The extreme temperatures for the month were 57°F. at Ballinacurra, Cork, 
and Roche’s Point on the 19th and 25°F. at Glasnevin and Phoenix Park, Dublin, on the 12th, 
and at Newtownforbes on the 28th. 

Records of bright sunshine were variable ; a considerable excess occurred in the south-east, 
while an appreciable deficiency was registered in the extreme north and around Valentia in 
the south-west. The mean daily sunshine in hours varied from 1-79 at Valentia Observatory 
and 1:96 at Malin Head to 3:04 at Phoenix Park, Dublin, and 3:16 at Seskin, Carrick-on-Suir. 


MARCH. 


The weather of March was exceptionally cold with frequent falls of sleet and snow and many 
days with ground frost. Mean temperature was appreciably lower than in either January or 
February of this year and was everywhere markedly below the average, the deficiency ranging 
from 3-6°F. at Malin Head and Ballinacurra to 5-2°F. at Birr Castle. Ground frosts were 
registered on 24 days at Seskin, Carrick-on-Suir and on 23 days at Phoenix Park, Dublin. The 
extreme temperatures for the month were 55°F. at Mallaranny on the 19th and 20th, and at 
Foynes on the 18th, and 19°F. at Markree Castle on the 9th. 

The distribution of rainfall was variable; broadly speaking, there was a deficiency over the 
north-western half of Ireland, and an excess in the south-eastern half. Less than half the 
average rainfall occurred locally in the counties Galway, Mayo, Sligo and Donegal, and more 
than twice the average locally in counties Cork, Wexford and Dublin. Snow or sleet occurred 
frequently ; it was reported on 9 days at Birr Castle and on 8 days at Glasnevin and Phoenix 
Park (Dublin), Rathfarnham, and Seskin, Carrick-on-Suir. During the night of the 6th—7th, 6} 
inches of snow fell at Seskin. A considerable fall of snow occurred on the 11th, chiefly in eastern 
and central districts ; it was accompanied locally by strong north-easterly winds. 

Sunshine aggregates were variable; a large excess occurred in the north-west and a smaller 
excess at Ballinacurra and Valentia Observatory. On the other hand, a considerable deficiency 
was recorded at Phoenix Park, Dublin, and at Seskin. The mean daily sunshine in hours 
ranged from 3-16 at Rathfarnham Castle, Dublin, to 4-61 at Malin Head and 4-62 at Mallaranny.

Deaths registered in institutions ave transferred for statistical purposes to the normal area of 
residence of deceased. Deaths, if any, of residents of other countries vemain in the districts in 
which they occur. 


The Births registered in each urban avea, according to numerical returns furnished by the 
Registrars, have been partially corrected by the exclusion of those occurring in institutions of infants 
whose mothers weve admitted from other localities. No correction is made in these veports for 
births in rural areas, 





GENERAL SUMMARY. 


The Marriage-rate for the second quarter of 1937 was 5-1 per 1,000 of the estimated popula- 
tion. ‘This rate is 0:6 above the average for the corresponding quarter of the five years, 
1932-36. The rate for Catholic marriages was 5-1 and for all other marriages 5-0 per 1,000. 

In Northern Ireland the marriage-rate for the quarter was 6-0 per 1,000; in England and 
Wales, 7:9; and in Scotland the rate was 7-5 per 1,000. 


The Birth-rate was 20-6 per 1,000, representing 15,140 births registered. This rate is 
0-4 above the average for the second quarter of the five years, 1932-36. For Dublin City 
the birth-rate was 26:5; for Din Laoghaire, 23-8; for Cork, 23-9; for Limerick, 29-2; and 
for Waterford, 26:8. 


The corresponding birth-rate for Northern Ireland during the quarter was 21-6; for 
England and Wales, 16-1; and for Scotland, 19:2. The birth-rate for Belfast was 23-3 ; 
for Londonderry, 25-1 ; for London, 14:3 ; for Glasgow, 21-9;: and for Edinburgh, 17-5. 


The rate in respect of Deaths registered (in number 11,214) was 15-2, being 1-0 above the 
average for the second quarter of the preceding five years. 


For Dublin City the death-rate was 13-8; for Din Laoghaire, 14-2; for Cork, 17-1; for 
Limerick, 13-2; and for Waterford, 12-2. 


In Northern Ireland the death-rate for the quarter under review was 14:1 per 1,000; in 
England and Wales, 11-6; and in Scotland, 12-7. In Belfast the rate was 12-9 ; in London- 
derry, 11-1; in London, 10-9; in Glasgow, 13-1; and in Edinburgh, 12-3. 


Deaths from the Prineipal Epidemic Diseases (comprising typhoid fever, typhus, small-pox, 
measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, diphtheria, dysentery and diarrhoea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years of age) represented an annual rate of 0:5 per 1,000, which is equal to 
the average for the second quarter of the five years, 1932-36. ae 


The mortality from Infiuenza was equivalent to a rate of 0-7 per 1,000, which was 0-2 
above the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the preceding five years. 


The rate for deaths from all forms of Tuberculous Disease was 1-4 per 1,000, which is equal 
to the average rate for the second quarter of the five years preceding. 


Deaths from Puerperal Conditions are represented by a rate of 3-0 per 1,000 births regis- 
_ tered, comprising 0-6 for puerperal sepsis and 2-4 for other puerperal conditions, as compared 
with 4-7, 1-8 and 2-9 for the second quarter of the five years, 1932-36. 


The Infant Mortality rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births registered) 


was 71, in comparison with an average of 66 for the second quarter of the preceding five years. 


It is estimated that the population at the middle of the year 1937 was 2,944,000 (1,510,000 
males and 1,434,000 females). This estimate, based on the population according to the Census 
of 1936, the number of births and deaths registered, and the passenger movement (including 
emigration and immigration), is subject to a revision in subsequent issues of this return, and in 
the Annual Report of the. Registrar-General. 


_During the second quarter of 1937, the number of Emigrants to places out of Europe and 
not within the Mediterranean Sea was 271, and the number of Immigrants from these places 
was 593. Including these figures the balance outward “3 the total passenger movement for 
the quarter was estimated to be 11,895. 
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MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter ended 30th June, 1937, numbered 3,725) 
equivalent to an annual rate of 5-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population ; this rate was 
0-5 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1936, and 0-6 above the average for the 
second quarter of the five years, 1932-36 (See Table I). Of the total marriages, 3,453 (or 5-1 
per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the population) were celebrated in accordance 
with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. The remainder (272) is equivalent to 
5-0 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. The rate for Catholic marriages is 0-5 above 
and that for other marriages 0:3 above the respective rates for the second quarter of the 
preceding year. 


BIRTHS. 


Births registered in the 642 Registrars’ Districts into which Saorstét Fireann is divided 
for registration purposes, amounted to 15,140, of which 7,800 were those of males and 7,340 
of females, or 1,063 of the former to 1 ,000 of the latter. 

The bitth-rate was 20.6 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0.4 above the average 
for the second quarter of the five years, 1932-36, and 0.3 above that for the corresponding 
quarter of last year. (See Table I). 

The birth-rate for Urban Districts (including the cities or boroughs) was 25-2, and for 
Rural Districts, 18-3 (See Table IV), as compared with 25-1 and 18:1, respectively, in the 
second quarter of 1936. | 

For the Principal Towns, the birth-rate was 26-2, as against 26-0 in the corresponding 
quarter of 1936. 

Amongst the towns, the rates varied from 32-3 for Drogheda, 31-7 for Galway, and 29-2 for _ 
Limerick, to 17-2 for Kilkenny, 17-8 for Bray, and 21-8 for Tralee. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 11,214; of these 5,831 were of 
males and 5,383 of females. For all persons the equivalent annual rate was, 15-2 per 1,000 
of the estimated population, being 1-0 above the average for the second quarter of the preceding 
quinquennial period, and 0-6 above the rate for the second quarter of the year 1936 (See 
Table I). 

For the Urban Districts in the aggregate, the death-rate was 14-0, as compared with 14-2 
in the second quarter of 1936, and for Rural Districts, 15-8, in comparison with 14-7 for the 
cotresponding period of the year 1936. 

The annual rate represented by deaths from all causes for the Principal Towns in the 
agetegate was 14-1, as compared with 14-2 in the second quarter of 1936. 

The rate for each of these towns is as follows, ranging in order from the lowest to the highest 
—Kilkenny, 8-2; Waterford, 12-2; Limerick, 13-2; Wexford, 13-4; Dublin and Drogheda, 
each 13-8; Dundalk, 13-9; Dtn Laoghaire, 14:2; Galway, 15-1; Bray, 15-4; Sligo, 16-3; 
Cork, 17-1;. and Tralee, 18:7. 


Causes of Death. 


Table II shows the mortality from some of the principal causes for the first and second 
quarter of 1937 and for each quarter of the preceding five years, as well as the averages for 
each quarter of these years. 

Principal Epidemie Diseases.—From this Table it will be seen that the number of deaths 
from this group of causes is 361, as compared with 345 for the second quarter of 1936. This 
figure is 6 more than the average (355) for the corresponding quarter of the five years 1932-36. 
When compared with the average. figure, increases are shown in typhus, scarlet fever, 
whooping-cough, and diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, amounting to 3, 13, 
‘7 and 39 respectively ; on the other hand decreases are apparent in typhoid fever, measles, and 
diphtheria, amounting to 5, 39 and 12, respectively. 

Deaths from diarrhcea and enteritis of children under 2 years numbered 134; of these 86 
(or 14-1 per 1,000 births) were recorded for urban areas, as against 48 (or 5-3 per 1,000 births) 
for rural areas. For urban areas of 10,000 population and upwards (‘‘ Thirteen Principal 
Towns’’), the mortality was 15:4 per 1,000 births, as compared with 8-2 per 1,000 for urban 
districts with less than 10,000 inhabitants. 

Table III shows that the mortality rate from the principal epidemic diseases in the counties 
and cities varied from 0-1 for each of Carlow and Meath counties, and 0-2 for each of Kilkenny, 
Waterford, Mayo and Cavan counties, to 0-9 for City of Dublin, and 1-2 for Cork County 
Borough. 

The death-rate from these diseases for the thirteen principal towns in the aggregate was 0:8, 
the rates varying between 0-2 for Galway and 0-5 for Limerick to 1-3 for Sligo and 1-6 for 
Tralee. The 48 deaths from the latter area included one from measles®and 3 from diarrhoea 
‘and enteritis of children under 2 years of age. There were rio deaths registered for Drogheda, 
Wexford, Kilkenny or Bray from any of these epidemic diseases (fable IV), 
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Infiuenza.—Deaths from influenza numbered 506, representing an annual rate of 0-7 pet 
1,000, The average number for the second quarter of the preceding five years was 333 with 
a rate of 0.5. Of the deaths for the quarter under review, 46 appertained to urban districts, 
and 460 to rural districts. 


Tubereulosis.—The number of deaths from all forms of this disease during the quarter 
was 1,015, equivalent to an annual rate of 1-4 per 1,000 of the population, as compared with 
an average of 1,008, and a rate of 1-4 for the second quarter of the five years, 1932-36. As may 
be seen from Table ITT, the rates varied from 1-8 for each of the City of Dublin and Cork County 
Borough to 0-6 for Leitrim county and 0-8 for each of Kildare, Meath, Mayo and Cavan 
counties. he rate for the aggregate city or borough areas and urban districts was 1-8 per 
1,000 of the population of these areas, as compared with 1-2 for rural areas. For the thirteen 
principal town areas it was 1-8, and for the urban districts under 10,000 population the rate 
was 1-6. : 


Puerperal Conditions.—The number of deaths ascribed to accidents and diseases of pregnancy 
and childbirth was 46, being equal to 3-0 per 1,000 births registered. Of the 46 deaths, 9 were 
due to puerperal sepsis, or 0-6 per 1,000 births, and 37, or 2-4 per 1,000 births, to other puerperal 
conditions. The corresponding average rates for the second quarter of the five years 1932-36 
were 4:7, 1-8 and 2-9, respectively. 


Ages at Death. 


Of the total deaths at all ages registered during the quarter, 1,078, or 9-6 per cent., were 
those of infants under one year of age, and 5,252, or 46-8 per cent., were those of persons aged 
65 years and upwards. 


Infant Mortality.—The infant mortality rate was 71 per 1,000 births registered, as com- 
pared with 60, 84 and 91, respectively, for the three preceding quarters, and an average of 66 
for the second quarter of the five years preceding (Table I). 


For county boroughs and urban districts in the aggregate the rate was 81 and for all rural 
districts 64 per 1,000 births (Table ITI), 


Deaths in Public Institutions. 


Deaths in institutions numbered 3,391, or 30-2 per cent. of all deaths registered. 


Inquests. 


‘ere were 316 inquests or deaths registered on Coroners’ Certificates during the quarter, 
this nunmiber being 2-8 per cent. of the total deaths registered. 


Uneertifled Deaths. 


‘The number of entries in which the cause of death was not stated to have been certified by 
a medical practitioner was 1,955, or 17-4 per cent., of the total deaths. 


Cases of Infectious Diseases. 


Table VI gives the number of such cases notified during the quarter in urban and rural 
districts. The total number amounted to 2,184. 


. Vaccination. 
As returned by the Registrars, the number of successful primary vaccinations during the 
quarter ended 30th June last was 11,888, or 78-5 per cent. of the births registered during 
the quarter, the corresponding rate for the second quarter of the five years 1932-36 being 76-7.

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_ CITY OF DUBLIN. 


BIRTHS. 


Exclusive of 521 births in institutions of infants whose mothers were admitted from other 
localities, the number of births recorded for the City of Dublin during the quarter under review 
was 3,126. The annual rate represented thereby was 26-5 per 1,000 of the estimated population, 
as compared with a rate of 25-6 for the corresponding quarter of 1936. The total births regis- 
tered (3,647) comprise 1,907 boys and 1,740 girls. 


DEATHS. 


Omitting 233 deaths registered in the city relating to other localities, and including those of 
persons usually resident in the city who died elsewhere in Saorstat Eireann, the deaths for 
Dublin during the quarter numbered 1,624, equivalent to an annual rate of 13-8 per 1,000 of 
the population, as compared with 14-3 for ‘the second quarter of 1936. The total number of 
deaths registered in the city was 1,810—914 males and 896 females. 


Causes of Death. 


The following statement shows the number of deaths from some of the principal causes 
for the second quarter of 1937, as compared with 1936 :—

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—The deaths from this group for causes numbered 102, afford- 
ing an annual rate of 0-9 per 1,000, being 0-1 below the rate of the second quarter of the preced- 
ing year. 


Tuberculosis.—The deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease recorded for the city 
numbered 209, representing an annual rate of 1-8 per 1,000, as compared with 1-8 for the 
second quarter of the preceding year. 

Of the 209 deaths, 165 were ascribed to pulmonary and 44 to other forms of the disease, 
the former representing a rate of 1-4 per 1,000, and the latter 0-4 per 1,000. 


Ages at Death. 

Of the 1,624 deaths relating to the City of Dublin registered during the quarter, 405 (or 
24-9 per cent. ) were those of children under five years of age, and 476 (or 29-3 per cent.) were 
of persons 65 years of age or upwards, the corresponding percentages in respect of the second 
quarter of 1936 being 23-5 and 30-0. 


Infant Mortality. 
There were 285 deaths of infants under one year of age for the city, equivalent to a rate of 
91 per 1,000 births. The rate for the second quarter of 1936 was 90, 


Deaths in Publie Institutions. 
The deaths of Dublin residents occurring in public institutions registered during the quarter 
numbered 856, or 52:7 per cent. of the total deaths. 


Cases of Infectious Disease. 
The number of cases of infectious disease notified during the quarter, as shown in Table VI, 
was 577. Table VII gives the number of cases under treatment in Dublin hospitals during the 
quarter, ord 
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METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for the June quarter, 1937, deduced from the mean weekly tem- 
perature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, Dublin, was 51:3°; at 
Cork (Roche’s Point), 52-2°; at Peamount Sanatorium, 51-4°; at Greenwich, 56-6°; at 
Glasgow, 53:2°; and at Edinburgh, 51-6°. 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded during the quarter at Dublin 
was 4:4; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 4-8; at Peamount Sanatorium, 5:0; at Greenwich, 4:6; at 
Glasgow, 4:4; and at Edinburgh, 5-1. 


The total rainfall during the same period at Dublin measured 4:0 inches; at Cork (Roche’s 
Point), 7-9 inches; at Peamount Sanatorium, 4:5 inches; at Greenwich, 7-4 inches; at 
Glasgow, 6-8 inches; and at Edinburgh, 5-2 inches. ; 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the Meteorological 
Office, London :— 


April. 


The weather of April was remarkable for a general and exceptional deficiency of sunshine ; 
at Phoenix Park, Dublin, and at Birr Castle the totals for the month, 81 hours and 70 hours, 
respectively, were the lowest for April since records were first taken in 1881. 


Mean temperature was considerably above the average, the excess being as much as 4-1°F. 
at Birr Castle, 3-6°F. at Newtownforbes and 3-5°F. at Markree Castle. The extreme tem- 


peratures for the month were 69°F. at Mallaranny on the 24th and 28°F. at Markree Castle 
on the 18th. 


Rainfall somewhat exceeded the average over the Irish Free State generally, but rather 


less than the average occurred in County Dublin and at a few stations elsewhere, chiefly in 
the west. 


May. 


In contrast to April, the weather of May was decidedly sunny; the percentage of the 
average varied from 116 at Phoenix Park, Dublin, to 126 at Birr Castle, while the total for 
the month exceeded 200 hours at all stations and amounted to 235 hours at Malin Head. 


For the country as a whole rainfall was somewhat deficient, but more than the average 
occurred in a central area extending southward from County Longford to Mallow, County 
Cork, and at a few rather isolated stations elsewhere. 


Mean temperature again exceeded the average, the greatest excess being 2-5°F. at Malin 
Head. On the whole, the warmest spell occurred from the 23rd-30th, but it was rather warm 
also at the beginning of the month, and day temperatures were somewhat high between the 
14th and 17th. The extremes for the month were 72°F. at Cork on the 14th and 31°F. at 
Markree Castle on the llth, and at Hazelhatch on the 10th. 


June. 


The weather of June was dry and dull with mean temperature not very different from the 
average. ; 

For the country as a whole mean temperature differed only slightly from the average ; 
the deviation ranged from —0-6°F. at Valentia observatory, to +1-0°F. at Trinity College, 
Dublin. The extremes for the month were 73°F. at Markree Castle on the 12th and at New- 


castle (County Wicklow) and Waterford on the 27th and 36°F. at Markree Castle on the 
10th and 24th. 


Rainfall was deficient ; less than half the average was received at a number of stations 
in the south and it was only locally in County Mayo that more than the average occurred. 

The deficiency of sunshine was general and very marked in some places; at Malin Head, 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, and at Seskin, Carrick-on-Suir, the totals were 78 hours, 69 hours and 


70 hours below the average, respectively, and at Birr Castle it was the dullest June in a record 
which goes back to 188],

NOTE.—The figures given in this Report, being based on unrevised Registrars’ Returns, are 
compiled as soon as possible after the close of the Quarter and must be regarded as provisional, 
Revised figures will appear in the Detailed Annual Report. 


Deaths registered in institutions ave transferred for statistical purposes to the normal area of 
vesidénce of deceased. Deaths, if any, of vesidents of other countries remain in the districts in 
which they occur. 


The Births registered in each urban area, according to numerical returns furnished by the 
Registrars, have been partially corrected by the exclusion of those occurring in institutions of infants 
whose mothers weve admitted from other localities. No correction is made in these reports for 
births in rural areas. 
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GENERAL SUMMARY. 


The Marriage-rate for the third quarter of 1937 was 5-7 per 1,000 of the estimated popula- 
tion. This rate is 0-4 above the average for the corresponding quarter of the five years, 
1932-36. The rate for Catholic marriages was 5-6 and for all other marriages 6-4 per 1,000. 

In Northern Ireland the marriage-rate for the quarter was 8-3 per 1,000; in England and 
Wales, 11°8; and in Scotland the rate was 9-2 per 1,000. 


The Birth-rate was 20-4 per 1,000, representing 14,987 births registered. This rate is 
0-4 above the average for the third quarter of the five years, 1932-36. For Dublin City 
the birth-rate was 26-6; for Din Laoghaire, 19-3; for Cork, 22-0; for Limerick, 24-8; and 
for Waterford, 28-9. 


The corresponding birth-rate for Northern Ireland during the quarter was 20-1; for 
England and Wales, 15:4; and for Scotland, 17-3.. The birth-rate for Belfast was 21:3 ; 
for Londonderry, 25-4; for London, 13-2 POL Glasgow, 19:2; and for Edinburgh, 15-9. 


The rate in respect of Deaths registered (in nugber 8,615) was 11-7, being 0-1 above the 
average for the third quarter of the preceding five years. 


For Dublin City the death-rate was 11:4; for Din Laoghaire,.10-4; for Cork, 12-7; for 
Limerick, 11-6; and for Waterford, 11-4. . 


In Northern Ireland the death-rate for the quarter under review was 11-3 per 1,000 nA 
England and Wales, 9-7; and in Scotland, 10-8. In Belfast the rate was 10-6; in London- 
derry, 10-4; in London, 8:9; in Glasgow, 11-4; and in Edinburgh, 11-1. e 


Deaths from the Principal Epidemic Diseases (comprising typhoid fever, typhus, small-pox, 
measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, diphtheria, dysentery and diarrhcea and enteritis of 
children under 2 years of age) represented an annual rate of 0-5 per 1,000, which is 0.1 below 
the average for the third quarter of the five years, 1932-36. 


The mortality from Influenza was equivalent to a rate of 0-2 per 1,000, which was 0:1 
above the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the preceding five years. 


The rate for deaths from all forms of Tuberculous Disease was 1-1 per 1,000, which is equal 
to the average rate for the third quarter of the five years preceding. 


Deaths from Puerperal Conditions are represented by a rate of 2:2 per 1,000 births regis- 
tered, comprising 0-3 for puerperal sepsis and 1-9 for other puerperal conditions; as compared 
with 3-5, 1-0 and 2-5 for the third quarter of the five years, 1932-36. 


The Infant Mortality rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births registered) 
was 57, in comparison with an average of 59 for the third quarter of the preceding five years. 


It is estimated that the population at the middle of the year 1937 was 2,944,000 (1,510,000 


males and 1,434,000 females). This estimate, based on the population according to the Census 
of 1936, the number of births and deaths registered, and the passenger movement (including 
emigration and immigration), is subject to revision in the Annual Report of the Registrar- 
General. 


During the third quarter of 1937, the number of Emigrants to places-out- of Europe and 
not within the Mediterranean Sea was 433, and the number of Immigrants from these places 
was 480. Including these figures the balance outward of the total passenger movement for 
the quarter was estimated to be 13,0384.

MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter ended 30th September, 1937, numbered 4,194, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 5-7 per 1,000 of the estimated population; this rate is 
equal to that for the corresponding quarter of 1936, and 0-4 above the average for the 
third quarter of the five years, 1932-36 (See Table I). Of the total marriages, 3,844 (or 5-6 
per 1,000 of the estimated number of Catholics in the population) were celebrated in accordance 
with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. The remainder (350) is equivalent to 


6:4 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic, The rate for Catholic marriages is equal to, 


and that for other marriages 0-5 below the ‘respective rates for the third quarter of the 
preceding year. 


BIRTHS. 


Births registered in the 642 Registrars’ Districts into which Saorstdét Eireann is divided 
for registration purposes, amounted to 14,987, of which 7,616 were those of males and 7,371 
of females, or 1,033 of the former to 1,000 of the latter. 

The birth-rate was 20.4 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0.4 above the average 
for the third quarter of the five years, 1932-36, and 0.4 above that for the corresponding 
quarter of last year. (See Table I). 

The birth-rate for Urban Districts (including the cities or boroughs) was 24-6, and for 
Rural Districts, 18-3 (See Table IV), as compared with 24:3 and 18-0, respectively, in the 
third quarter of 1936. 

For the Prineipal Towns, the birth-rate was 25-4, as against 24-9 in the corresponding 
quarter of 1936. 

- Amongst the towns, the rates varied from 37-0 for Drogheda, 28-9 for Waterford, and 26-6 
for Dublin, to 17-6 for Kilkenny, 19-3 for Dun Laoghaire, and 21-1 for Sligo. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 8,615; of these 4,533 were of 
males and 4,082 of females. For all persons the equivalent annual rate was 11-7 per 1,000 
of the estimated population, being 1-0 above the average for the third quarter of the preceding 
quinquennial period, and equal to the rate for the third quarter of the year 1936 (See 
Table I). 

For the Urban Districts in the aggregate, the death-rate was 11:4, as compared with 11-8 
in the third quarter of 1936, and for Rural Districts, 11-9, in comparison with 11-6 for the 
corresponding period of the year 1936. 

The annual rate represented by deaths from all causes for the Principal Towns in the 
ageregate was 11-5, as compared with 12-0 in the third quarter of 1936. 

The rate for each of these towns is as follows, ranging in order from the lowest to the highest 
—Drogheda, 9:1; Dundalk, 9:5; Sligo, 10-2; Dun Laoghaire, 10-4; Tralee, 10:9; Dublin 
and Waterford, each 11:4; Limerick and Galway, each 11:6; Kilkenny, 12-1; Cork, 12-7; 
Bray, 13:0; and Wexford, 13-7. 


Causes of Death. 


Table II shows the mortality from some of the principal causes for the first three 
quarters of 1937 and for each quarter of the preceding five years, as well as the averages for 
each quarter of these years. 

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Froin this Table it will be seen that the number of deaths 
from this group of causes is 353, as compared with 391 for the third quarter of 1936. This 
figure is 52 less than the average (405) for the corresponding quarter of the five years 1932-36. 
When compared with the average figure, increases are shown in typhoid fever, and scarlet 
fever, amounting to 2 and 3, respectively ; on the other hand decreases are apparent in 
measles, whooping cough, diphtheria, and diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, 
amounting to 5, 19, 22 and 11, respectively. 

Deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years nuinbered 203 ; of these 150 
(or 25:1 per 1,000 births) were recorded for urban areas, as against 53 (or 5-9 per 1,000 births) 
for rural areas. For urban areas of 10,000 population and upwards (‘‘ Thirteen Principal! 
Towns’’), the mortality was 29-0 per 1,000 births, as compared with 8-1 per 1,000 for urban 
districts with less than 10,000 inhabitants. 

Table III shows that the mortality rate from the principal epidemic diseases in the counties 
and cities varied from 0-1 for Sligo county, and 0-2 for each of Carlow, longford, Clare, W ater- 
ford, Galway, Leitrim, Mayo, Roscommon and Cavan counties, to 1-1 for Waterford County 
Borough and 1-2 for City of Dublin. 

The death-rate from these diseases for the thirteen principal towns in the aggregate was 1:0, 
the rates varying between 0-4 for each of Galway and Kilkenny and 0-5 for Dundalk, to 1-2 for 

City of Dublin and Bray, and 1:3 for Wexford. The 42 deaths from the latter area included 
one from measles and 3 from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years‘of age. There 
were no deaths registered for Sligo or Tralee from any of the epidemic diseases (Table IV). 
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Infiuenza.—Deaths from influenza numbered 113, representing an annual rate of 0-2 per 
1,000. The average number for the third quarter of the preceding five years was 97 with 
_a tate of 0.1. Of the deaths for the quarter under review, 15 appertained to urban districts, 

and 98 to rural districts. 


Tuberculosis—The number of deaths from all forms of this disease during the quarter 
was 810, equivalent to an annual rate of 1-1 per 1,000 of the population, as compared with 
an average of 812, and a rate of 1-1 for the third quarter of the five years, 1932-36. As may 
be seen from Table III, the rates varied from 1-5 for each of Kildare and Tipperary N.R. 
counties to 0:6 for each of Longford and Limerick counties and 0-7 for each of Westmeath 
and Roscommon counties. The rate for the aggregate city or borough areas and urban dis- 
tricts was 1-3 per 1,000 of the population of these areas, as compared with 1-0 for rural areas. 
For the thirteen principal town areas it was 1-2, and for the urban districts under 10,000 
population the rate was 1:3. 


Puerperal Conditions.— The number of deaths ascribed to accidents and diseases of pregnancy 
and childbirth was 33, being equal to 2-2 per 1,000 births registered. Of the 33 deaths, 5 were 
due to puerperal sepsis, or 0-3 per 1,000 births, and 28, or 1-9 per 1,000 births, to other puerperal 
conditions. The corresponding average rates for the third quarter of the five years 1932-36 
were 3-5, 1-0 and 2-5, respectively. 


Ages at Death. 


Of the total deaths at all ages registered during the quarter, 850, or 9-9 per cent., were 
those of infants under one year of age, and 3,844 or 44-6 per cent., were those of persons aged 
65 years and upwards. 


Infant Mortality—The infant mortality rate was 57 per 1,000 births registered, as com- 
pared with 84, 91 and 71, respectively, for the three preceding quarters, and an average of 59 
for the third quarter of the five years preceding (Table I). 


For county boroughs and urban districts in the aggregate the rate was 76 and for all rural 
districts 44 per 1,000 births (Table III). 


Deaths in Public Institutions. 


Deaths in institutions numbered 3,057, or 35-5 per cent. of all deaths registered. 


Inguests. 


There were 285 inquests .or deaths registered on Coroners’ Certificates during the quarter, 
this number being 3-3 per cent. of the total deaths registered. 


Uncertifled Deaths. 


The number of entries in which the cause of death was not stated to have been certified by 
a medical practitioner was 1,397, or 16-2 per cent. of the total deaths. 


Cases of Infectious Diseases. 


Table VI gives the number of such cases notified during the quarter in urban and rural 
districts. The total number amounted to 1,707. 


Vaccination. 


As returned by the Registrars, the number of successful primary vaccinations during the 
quarter ended 30th September last was %,857, or 65-8 per cent. of the births registered during 
the quarter, the corresponding rate for the third quarter of the five years 1932-36 being 73-6.

CITY OF DUBLIN. 


BIRTHS. 


Exclusive of 546 births in institutions of infants whose mothers were admitted from other 
localities, the number of births recorded for the City of Dublin during the quarter under review 
was 3,144, The annual rate represented thereby was 26-6 per 1,000 of the estimated population, 
as compared with a rate of 25-8 for the corresponding quarter of 1936. The total births regis- 
tered (3,690) comprise 1,851 boys and 1,839 girls. 


DEATHS. 


Omitting 251 deaths registered in the city relating to other localities, and including those of 
persons usually resident in the city who died elsewhere in Saorstat Eireann, the deaths for 
Dublin during the quarter numbered 1,547, equivalent to an annual rate of 11-4 per 1,000 of 
the population, as compared with 12-3 for the third quarter of 1936. The total number of 
deaths registered in the city was 1,554—779 males and 775 females. 


Causes of Death. 


The following statement shows the number of deaths from some of the principal causes 
for the third quarter of 1937, as compared with 1936 :—

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—The deaths from this group of causes numbered 136, afford- 
ing an annual rate of 1-2 per 1,000, being 0-2 below the rate for the third quarter of the preced- 


ing year. 


Tubereulosis.—The deaths from all forms of tuberculous disease recorded for the city 
numbered 148, representing an annual rate of 1:3 per 1,000, as compared with 1-4 for the 
third quarter of the preceding year. 

Of the 148 deaths, 110 were ascribed to pulmonary and 38 to other forms of the disease, 
the former representing a rate of 0-9 per 1,000, and the latter 0-4 per 1,000. 


Ages at Death. 

Of the 1,347 deaths relating to the City of Dublin registered during the quarter, 360 (or 
26-7 per cent.) were those of children under five years of age, and 398 (or 29-5 per cent.) were 
of persons 65 years of age or upwards, the corresponding percentages in respect of the third 
quarter of 1936 being 27-0 and 27-0. 


Infant Mortality. 
There were 292 deaths of infants under one year of age for the city, equivalent to a rate of 
93 per 1,000 births. The rate for the third quarter of 1936 was 100. 


Deaths in Public Institutions. 
The deaths of Dublin residents occurring in public institutions registered during the quarter 
numbered 799, or 59-3 per cent. of the total deaths, 


Cases of Infectious Disease. ' 
The number of cases of infectious disease notified during the quarter, as shown in Table VI, 
was 405. Table VII gives the number of cases under treatment in Dublin hospitals during the 


quarter, 
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METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for the September quarter, 1937, deduced from the mean weekly 
temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, Dublin, was 58:0° ; 
at Cork (Roche’s Point), 59-0°; at Peamount Sanatorium, 57:8°; at Greenwich, 63-0° ; and 
at Edinburgh, 56:8°. , 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded during the quarter at Dublin 
was 4:5; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 4:7; at Peamount Sanatorium, 4:1; at Greenwich, 4-7; and 
at Edinburgh, 4:5. 


The total rainfall during the same period at Dublin measured 5-6 inches ; at Cork (Roche’s 
Point), 10-1 inches; at Peamount Sanatorium, 6-7 inches; at Greenwich, 3-7 inches; and 
at Edinburgh, 11-7 inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the Meteorological 
Office, London :— 


July. 

July was a dull and wet month. 

Mean temperature was, for the most part, slightly below the average but in an area includ- 
ing County Dublin and Newcastle, County Wicklow, there was a small excess. On the whole, 
the warmest spell occurred from about the 11th—17th and the last few days were warm in 
many parts, particularly the 3lst. The highest temperature recorded was 79°F. at Newcastle, 
County Wicklow, on the 13th, but 77°F. was registered locally on the 15th, 14th and 17th and 
at numerous places on the 31st. 

Rainfall substantially exceeded the average on the whole. A deficiency was confined to a 
strip along the east coast, the greatest deficiency being 39 per cent. at Trinity College, Dublin. 
More than twice the average occurred locally in Counties Galway and Kerry; at Valentia 
Observatory it was the wettest July since before 1866. Among heavy falls of rain in 24 hours 
may be mentioned 1-75 in. at Markree Castle, 1-74 in. at Mallaranny and 1-72 in. at Valentia, 
all on the 2nd. . 

The deficiency of sunshine was general and marked; the percentage of the average was | 
only 61 at Valentia, 67 at Mallaranny and 68 at Malin Head and Birr Castle. 


August. 


The weather of August was warm, sunny and dry on the whole. 

Mean temperature for the month exceeded the average by more than 2-0°F. at numerous 
stations and by as much as 2-7°F. at Seskin, Carrick-on-Suir. It was very warm at times 
during the first 13 days, particularly from the Ist-3rd, 11th-12th, and, in Dublin, on the 6th. 
The coolest spell occurred generally during the third week, while the 29th was a cool day and 
low minima were recorded on the 26th and 27th. The extremes for the month were 82°F. at 
Hazelhatch, Dublin, on the 2nd and 36°F. at Markree Castle on the 26th. 

The general rainfall was considerably below the average for the period 1881-1915, but 
somewhat more than the average was registered at a few isolated stations. Less than half 
the average occurred locally in Counties Kerry, Waterford and Wexford. Thunderstorms were 
somewhat widespread on the 13th; on that day 2-00 in. of rain fell at Hacketstown Rectory, 
County Carlow, 1:38 in. at Rathfarnham and 1:37 in. at Hazelhatch, Dublin. 

Sunshine exceeded the average throughout the country; the percentages of the average 
ranged from 104 at Malin Head and 107 at Phoenix Park, Dublin, to 123 at Mallaranny and 
127 at Seskin, Carrick-on-Suir. 


September. 


The weather of September was dull and wet on the whole. 

Mean temperature was not very different from the average; the first week was rather 
warm and it was somewhat warm around the 27th and, locally in the north, on the 22nd and 
23rd. The period 9th-21st was cool; the deviation from the average daily mean for the week 
ending the 18th was as much as —4:5°F. at Birr Castle and —4:1°F. at Waterford. The 
extremes for the month were 73°F. at Glasnevin and Trinity College, Dublin, and at New- 
castle, County Wicklow, on the 7th and 34°F. at Birr Castle on the 11th and at Markree 
Castle on the 25th. 

Rainfall was excessive except in a small area around Dublin. The percentage of the average 
for the period 1881-1915 ranged from 72 at Glasnevin, Dublin, to 202 at Ballynahinch Castle, 
County Galway. Among heavy falls in 24 hours were 2-06 in. at Inagh, County Clare, and 
1-44 in. at Moate, Westmeath, on the 4th, 1:22 in. at Valentia Observatory on the 9th, 2-23 in. 
at Bantry, County Cork, on the 29th and 1:27 in. at Birr Castle on the 30th. 

The deficiency of sunshine ‘was considerable, the percentage of the average being only 
75 at Malin Head 77 at Birr Castle and 79 at Valentia Observatory.

Deaths, if any, of residents of other countries remain in the districts in 
which they occur. 


The Births registered in each urban avea, according to numerical returns furnished by the 
Registrars, have been partially corrected by the exclusion of those occurring in institutions of infants 
whose mothers weve admitted from other localities. No correction 1s made in these veports for 
births in rural areas. 





GENERAL SUMMARY. 


The Marriage-rate for the fourth quarter of 1937 was 4:9 per 1,000 of the estimated popula- 
tion. This rate is 0-4 above the average for the corresponding quarter of the five years, 
1932-36. The rate for Catholic marriages was 5-0 and for all other marriages 3-9 per 1,000. 

In Northern Ireland the marriage-rate for the quarter was 6-6 per 1,000; in England and 
Wales, 8.4; and in Scotland the rate was 7-5 per 1,000. 


The Birth-rate was 17-5 per 1,000, representing 12,868 births registered. This rate is 
0-9 below the average for the fourth quarter of the five years, 1932-36. For Dublin City 
the birth-rate was 23:1; for Din Laoghaire, 15-5; for Cork, 19-4; for Limerick, 20-6; and 
for Waterford, 20-2. 


The corresponding birth-rate for Northern Ireland during the quarter was 17-9; for 
England and Wales, 13-8; and for Scotland, 16-4. The birth-rate for Belfast was 18-9 ; 
for Derry, 25-8; for London, 12:5; for Glasgow, 18:4; and for Edinburgh, 14:3. 


The rate in respect of Deaths registered (in number 9,920) was 13:5, being 0:2 above the 
average for the fourth quarter of the preceding five years. 


For Dublin City the death-rate was 13-1 ; for Din Laoghaire, 12:7; for Cork, 13-7; for 
Limerick, 12:7; and for Waterford, 16-4. , 


In Northern Ireland the death-rate for the quarter under review was 13-6 per 1,000; in 
England and Wales, 12:3; and in Scotland, 13-9. In Belfast the rate was 14.4; in Derry, 
12-4; in London, 12-4; in Glasgow, 15-2; amd in Edinburgh, 14:1. 


Deaths from the Principal Epidemic Diseases (comprising typhoid fever, typhus, small-pox, 
measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, diphtheria, dysentery and diarrhoea and enteritis (of 
children under 2 years of age) represented an annual rate of 0-4 per 1,000, which is 0°1 below 
the average for the fourth quarter of the five years, 1932-36. 


The mortality from Influenza was equivalent to a rate of 2-9 per 1,000, which was equal 
to the average rate for the corresponding quarter of the preceding five years. 


The rate for deaths from all forms of Tuberculous Disease was 1-0 per 1,000, which was also 
equal to the average rate for the fourth quarter of the five years preceding. 


Deaths from Puerperal Conditions are represented by a rate of 2-9 per 1,000 births regis- 
tered, comprising 0-6 for puerperal sepsis and 2-3 for other puerperal conditions, as compared 
with 4-7, 1-7 and 3-0 for the fourth quarter of the five years, 1932-36. 


The Infant Mortality rate (deaths of infants under one year of age per 1,000 births registered) 
was 69, which was also the average rate for the fourth quarter of the preceding five years. 


It is estimated that the population at the middle of the year 1937 was 2,944,000 (1,510,000 
males and 1,434,000 females). This estimate, based on the population according to the Census 
of 1936, the number of births and deaths registered, and the passenger movement (including 
emigration and immigration), is subject to revision in the Annual Report of the Registrar- 
General. 


During the fourth quarter of 1937, the number of Emigrants to places out of Europe and 
not within the Mediterranean Sea was 462, and the number of Immigrants from these places 
was 390. Including these figures the balance inward of the total passenger movement for 
the quarter was estimated to be 9,390.

MARRIAGES. 


The marriages registered during the quarter ended 3lst December, 1937, numbered 3,620, 
equivalent to an annual rate of 4-9 per 1,000 of the estimated population; this rate is 
0-4 above that for the corresponding quarter of 1936, andalso0-4 above the average for the 
fourth quarter of the five years, 1932-36 (See Table I). Of the total marriages, 3,408 (or 5-0 
per 1,000 of the estimated number, of Catholics in the population) were celebrated in accordance 
with the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church. The remainder (212) is equivalent to 
3-9 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. The rate for Catholic marriages is 0-3 above, 
and that for other matriages 1-0 above the respective rates for the fourth quarter of the 
preceding year. 


BIRTHS. 


Births registered i: in the 642 Registrars’ Districts into which the country is divided 
for registration purposes, amounted to 12,868, of which 6,606 were those of males and 6,262 
of females, or 1,055 of the former to 1,000 of the latter. 

The birth-rate was 17.5 per 1,000 of the estimated population, being 0.9 below the average 
for the fourth quarter of the five years, 1932-36, and also 0-9 below that for the corresponding 
quarter of last year. (See Table I). 

The birth-rate for Urban Districts (including the cities or boroughs) was 21-0, and for 
Rural Districts, 15-8 (See Table IV), as compared with 21-5 and 17-0, respectively, in the 
fourth quarter of 1936. 

For the Principal Towns, the birth-rate was 21-8, as against 22-3 in the corresponding 
quarter of 1936. 

Amongst the towns, the rates varied from 28-2 for Galway, 23-5 for Kilkenny, and 23-1 
for Dublin, to 12-8 for Tralee, 15-5 for Dun Laoghaire, and 18-2 for Bray. 


DEATHS. 


The number of deaths registered during the quarter was 9,920; of these 5,212 were of 
males and 4,708 of females. For all persons the equivalent annual rate was 13-5 per 1,000 
of the estimated population, being 0-2 above the average for the fourth quarter of the preceding 
quinquennial period, but was 0-3 below the rate for the fourth quarter of the year 1936 (See 
Table I). 

For the Urban Districts in the aggregate, the death-rate was 13-2, as compared with 14-2 
in the fourth quarter of 1936, and for Rural Districts, 13-6, in comparison with 13-7 for he 
corresponding period of the year 1936. 

The annual rate represented by deaths from all causes for the Principal Towns in the 
aggregate was 13-3, as compared with 14-7 in the fourth quarter of 1936. 

The rate for each of these towns is as follows, ranging in order from the lowest to the highest 
—Galway, 10-3; Sligo, 12-2; Bray, 12-6; Dun Laoghaire and Limerick each, 12-7; Dublin, 
13-1; Drogheda and Tralee each, 13:2; Cork, 13:7; Kilkenny, 14:1; Wexford, 14-4; 
Dundalk, 15:3; and Waterford, 16-4. 


Causes of Death. 


Table IL shows the mortality from some of the principal causes by quarters for the year 
1937 and for each quarter of the preceding five years, as well as the averages for each quarter 
of these years. 

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Froiu this Table it will be seen that the number of deaths 
from this group of causes is 325, as compared with 501 for the fourth quarter of 1936. This 
figure is 69 less than the average (394) for the corresponding quarter of the five years 1932-36. 
When compared with the average figure, decreases are shown in all of these diseases. In 
the case of measles, diphtheria and diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years, the 
decreases were 12, 24, and 18 respectively. 

Deaths from diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years numbered 1438; of these 89 
(or 17:5 per 1,000 births) were recorded for urban areas, as against 54 (or 6-9 per 1,000 births) 
for rural areas. For urban areas of 10,000 population and upwards (“ Thirteen Principal 
Towns ’’), the mortality was 19-7 per 1,000 births, as compared with 7-6 per 1,000 for urban 
districts with less than 10,000 inhabitants, 

Table III shows that the mortality rate from the principal epidemic diseases in the counties 
and cities varied from 0-1 for each of Carlow, Longford, Mayo and Monaghan; and 0-2 for 
each of Kilkenny, Meath, Westmeath and Kerry counties, to 1-1 for Cork County Borough 
and 1-7 for Waterford County Borough. 

The death-rate from these diseases for the thirteen principal towus in the aggregate was 0:8, 
the rates varying between 0-2 for Galway, and 0:3 for each of Dundalk, Drogheda and 
Wexford, to 1-1 for Cork, and 1-7 for Waterford. The 115 deaths from the latter area included 
3 from measles, one from whooping-cough, one from diphtheria, and 7 from diarrhva 
and enteittis of children under 2 years of age. There were no deaths registered for Sligo or 
Tralee from any of the epidemic diseases (Table IV). 
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Infiuenza.—_Deaths from influenza numbered 126, representing an annual rate of 0-2 per 
1,000. The average number for the fourth quarter of the preceding five years was 142 with 
a rate of 0.2. Of the deaths for the quarter under review, 20 appertained to urban districts, 
and 106 to rural districts. 


Tuberculosis—vThe number of deaths from all forms of this disease during the quarter 
was 733, equivalent to an annual rate of 1-0 per 1,000 of the ‘population, as compared with 
an average of 776, and a rate of 1-0 for the fourth quarter of the five years, 1932-36. As may 
be szen from Table III, the rates varied from 1:7 for Kildare, and 1-6 for Kerry, to 0-6 for 
each of Kilkenny, Cavan, and Donegal counties and Cork County Borough, and 0-7 for each 
of Waterford, Galway, Mayo, and Monaghan counties. The rate for the aggregate city or 
borough areas and urban districts was 1-2 per 1,000 of the population of these areas, as com- 
pared with 0-9 for rural areas. For the thirteen principal town areas it was 1-2, and for the 
urban districts under .10,000 population the rate was 1-0. 


Puerperal Conditions.— The number of deaths ascribed to accidents and diseases of pregnancy 
and childbirth was 38, being equal to 2-9 per 1,000 births registered. Of the 38 deaths, 8 were 
dtie to puerperal sepsis, or 0-6 per 1,000 births, and 30, or 2:3 per 1,000 births, to other puerperal 
conditions. The corresponding average rates for the fourth quarter of the five years 1932-36 
were 4- nn 1-7 and 3-0, Erapectyresy: 


Ages at Death. 


Of the total deaths at all ages registered during the quarter, 899, or 9-0 per cent., were 
those of infants under one year of age, and 4,848 or 48-9 per cent., were those of persons aged 
65 years and upwards.

Table VI gives the number of such cases notified during the quarter in urban and rural 
districts. The total number amounted to 2,579.

Exclusive of 441 births in institutions of infants whose mothers were admitted from other 
localities, the number of births recorded for the City of Dublin during the quarter under review 
was 2,721. The annual rate represented thereby was 23-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population, 
as compared with a rate of 23-2 for the corresponding quarter ‘of 1936. The total births regis- 
tered (3,162) comprise 1,594 boys and 1,568 girls. pits 


DEATHS. 


Danitting 294 deaths registered in the city relating to other localities, and including those of 
_persons usually resident. in the city who died elsewhere in Hire, the deaths for Dublin 
during the quarter numbered 1,549, equivalent to an annual rate of 13-1 per 1,000. of: the 
population, as compared with 15-7 for the fourth quarter of 1936. The total number of 
deaths registered in the city was 1,790—905 males and 885 females.

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METEOROLOGY. 


The mean temperature for the December quarter, 1937, deduced from the mean weekly 
temperature as returned from the Ordnance Survey Office, Phoenix Park, Dublin, was 43:9 ; 
at Cork (Roche’s Point), 47-5°; at Peamount Sanatorium, 42-5°; at Greenwich, 44-1°; and 
at Edinburgh, 42-5°. 


The mean daily number of hours of bright sunshine recorded during the quarter at Dublin 
was 1-94; at Cork (Ballinacurra), 2:15; at Peamount Sanatorium, 2-0; at Greenwich, 1:2; 
and at Edinburgh, 1-9. 


The total rainfall during the same period at Dublin measured 8-7 inches ; at Cork (Roche’s 
Point), 10-4 inches; at Peamount Sanatorium, 7:7 inches; at Greenwich, 7-9 inches; and 
at Edinburgh, 5-3 inches. 


The following information has been kindly furnished by the Director of the Meteorological 
Office, London :—- 


OCTOBER. 


The weather of October was dry and rather cold with variable sunshine. 

Mean temperature was below the average on the whole, the deficiency being as much as 
2:1° F. at Glasnevin, Dublin. The period 24th—30th was cold, the deviation from the average 
of the mean daily temperature for the week being —4-8°F. at Markree Castle, —4-6°F. at 
Birr Castle, and —3-8°F. at Valentia Observatory. The extremes for the month were 66°F. at 
Phoenix Park, Dublin, on the 18th and 19th, and at Hazelhatch on the 19th, and 23°F. at 
Markree Castle on the 27th and 28th. 

The general rainfall was very deficient; less than half the average amount was received 
over most of the north-western half of the country and less than 30 per cent. of the average 
locally in Counties Mayo and Galway. More than the average rainfall was registered in 
Counties Kildare and Dublin. The period 3rd—18th was unusually dry ; subsequently the 
weather became unsettled and rain fell frequently. Among the heavier falls in 24 hours were 
2-07 in. at Melleray Abbey, County Waterford, and 1-80 in. at Ballinacurra, County Cork, 
on the 22nd, and 2-18 in. at Phcenix Park, Dublin, on the 25th. 

Sunshine was variable, the percentage of the average ranging from 73 at Malin Head to 
113 at Mallaranny. 


NOVEMBER. 


November was a dry and mainly dull month. Mean temperature was on the whole slightly 
above the average in the north and east, and somewhat below the average in the south. The 
first eight days were generally mild and there was a return to mild conditions on the 29th ; 
it was cold at times between the 10th and 28th. The extreme temperatures were 60°F. at 
Rathfarnham on the 3rd and 4th, and 22°F. at Birr Castle on the 14th and 21st. 

The general rainfall was approximately 65 per cent of the average for the period 1881-1915. 
The deficiency was almost general, an excess being confined to the neighbourhood of Mallow, 
County Cork. Ina large area covering the central regions, less than 50 per cent. of the average 
was registered, and at Newtownforbes, County Longford, only 29 per cent. was received. 
Ainong the larger falls in 24 hours were 1-56 in. at Valentia Observatory on the 3rd and 1-68 in. 
at Carndonagh, County Donegal, on the 18th. 

Sunshine was very deficient except at Valentia Observatory, where an unusual excess was 
enjoyed. The mean daily sunshine in hours ranged from 1:03 at Malin Head and 1-39 at 
Mallaranny to 1-94 at Cork and 3-21 at Valentia Observatory. 


DECEMBER. 


December was a cold, dry month, with a variable distribution of sunshine. The period 
4th—19th was notably cold with frequent and at times sharp frosts and occasional sleet or 


_ snow. Mean temperature was substantially below the average, the deficiency exceeding 


3°F. at a number of stations. A mild spell occurred from about the 2lst—27th. The 
extreme temperatures for the month were 59°F. at Glasnevin and Trinity College, Dublin, 
on the 24th, and 19°F. at Birr Castle on the 8th, and at Markree Castle on the 9th. 

For the 3rd successive month the general rainfall was considerably below the average, an 
excess being recorded only at Blacksod Point, County Mayo. ‘The deficiency was greatest 
on the whole in the south ; some stations in County Cork received less than half the average. 

The distribution of sunshine was very variable ; broadly speaking, a considerable excess 
was registered at some stations in the western half of the country and an appreciable deficiency 
in the eastern half. For example, the percentage of the average was 138 at Mallaranny, 136 at 
Markree Castle, 117 at Ballinacurra, and 116 at Valentia Observatory, while it was only 31 at 
Seskin, Carrick-on-Suir, 75 at Phoenix Park, Dublin, and 78 at Malin Head.

GENERAL SUMMARY. 


The rate per 1,000 of the population represented by the number of Marriages (14,896) 
registered in 1937 was 5-1, being 0-1 above that for 1936, and 0-4 above an average of 4:7 for 
the five years preceding. 


The Birth-rate during the year, based on 56,564 births, was 19-2 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population; the rate for last year was 19-6, the average rate for the five years 1932-36 
being 19-4. 

The birth-rate for the city of Dublin was 24-7 per 1,000; for the borough of Din Laoghaire, 
18-9; for the county borough of Cork, 21-1; tor Limerick, 24-3 ; and for Waterford, 24-9. 

For Northern Ireland the birth-rate was 19-9; for England and Wales, 14-9; and for 
Scotland, 17:6. : 

The rate for Belfast was 20:9; for Derry, 25-7; for London, 13-3; for Glasgow, 19-8; 
and for Edinburgh, 15:8. 


The rate in respect of Deaths registered, numbering 45,115, was 15-3 per 1,000, as compared 
with 14-4 in 1936, and an average of 14-0 for the five years 1932-36. 

The death-rate for the city of Dublin was 14-9 per 1,000 ; for the borough of Dun Laoghaire, 
13-8; for Cork,°17-4; for Limerick, 14:6; and for Waterford, 15:3. 

The corresponding death-rate for Northern Ireland was 15-1; for England and Wales, 
12-4; and for Scotland, 13-9. 

For Belfast the death-rate was 14-5; for Derry, 12:9; for London, 12-3; for Glasgow, 14-6; 
and for Edinburgh, 14-0. 


The mortality rate represented by the deaths from the Prineipal Epidemic Diseases (comprising 
typhoid fever, typhus, small-pox, measles, scarlet fever, whooping-cough, diphtheria, 
dysentery and diarrhoeal diseases) was 0-5 per 1,000, being 0-1 below that for 1936, but is 
equal to the average for the previous five years. 


The death-rate from Influenza was 0-9 per 1,000, which was 0-7 above that for 1936 and 
0-5 above the average rate for the five years 1932-36. 


Deaths from Tuberculosis (all forms) afforded a rate of 1-2 per 1,000, which was 0-1 above 
the rate for the year 1936; the average for the preceding five years was also 1-2. 


The rate for Pulmonary Tuberculosis was 1-0, being 0:1 above that for 1936. 


Deaths from Puerperal Conditions represent a rate of 3-2 per 1,000 births registered during 
the year (0-8 per 1,000 from puerperal sepsis and 2-4 per 1,000 from other puerperal con- 
ditions), as compared with 4-7 in 1936 and an average of 4-6 for the five years 1932-36. 


The Infant Mortality rate (deaths under one year of age per 1,000 births registered) was 72, 
the rate for the year 1936 being 74, and the average for the previous five years, 68. 


EE — 
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During the year 1937 the Natural Inerease was 11,449, as compared with 15,529 in 1936, 
and an average of 16,229 for the five years 1932-36. 


Emigrants numbered 1,342, as against 2,094 in 1936, while the number of Immigrants was 
1,709, as compared with 1,362 in 1936. Including these figures the balance outward of the 
total passenger movement for the year 1937 was estimated to be 29,716. 


MARRIAGES. 


The number of marriages registered during the year 1937 was 14,896, representing 
5-1 per 1,000 of the estimated population. In the first quarter 3,357 were registered ; in the 
second, 3,725 ; in the third, 4,194 ; and in the fourth, 3,020 ; affording rates per 1 000 of the 
population of 4-5, 5-1, 5-7, and 4-9, respectively (see Table 1 page 87). Of the 14,896 marriages, 
13,905 were celebrated according to the rites and ceremonies of the Catholic Church, repre- 
senting 5-1 per 1,000 of the Catholic population ; and there were 991 other marriages, equival- 
ent to 4-5 per 1,000 of the population other than Catholic. The former rateis 0-3 above and 
the latter 0-5 per 1,000 above the average of the five years 1932-36. 


BIRTHS. 


The births registered in 1937 numbered 56,564, 28,943 being males and 27,621 females, 
or 1,048 of the former to 1,000 of the latter, and represent a rate of 19-2 per 1,000 of the 
population, as against an annual average of 57,576 births and a rate of 19-4 per 1,000 for the 
five years, 1932-36. 


The births recorded for urban areas amounted to 22,315 and for rural areas 34,249, the former 
being equivalent to 25-0 per 1,000 and the latter to 17-3, in comparison with the corresponding 
rates of 23-1 and 17-9 in 1936. 


For the Principal Towns in the aggregate the birth-rate was 23-8 per 1,000, as com- 
pared with 23-9 per 1,000 in the preceding year. The rate for the remaining urban districts 
was 20-3, as against 20-3 in 1936. 


DEATHS. 


The deaths registered during the year 1937 numbered 45,115, consisting of 23,342 deaths 
of males and 21,773 of females, and are equivalent to a rate of 15-3 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, as against 14-4 in 1936 and an average rate of 14-0 for the five years 1932-36. 
(Table I, page 87.) 


The death-rate per 1,000 for all urban districts (the population of which is about 33 per cent. 
of the estimated population) was 14:8, and for all rural districts 15-6, as compared with 142 


and 14 5 respectively, in 1936. 
For the Principal Towns in the aggregate the rate was 15-0, as compared with 14-5 in 1936. 


The individual towns with their rates per 1,000 of population, arranged in order from 
the lowest to the highest, are as follows :—-Kilkenny, 12-4; Dundalk, 12-9; Sligo, 18-6; 
Dun Laoghaire, 13:8; Galway, 14:0; Bray, 14:5; Limerick, 14-6; Dublin, 14-9; Waterford, 
15-3; Tralee, 15-4; Wexford, 15-9; Drogheda, 16-4; and Cork, 17-4. 


For the remaining urban districts (those with less than 10,000 population) the general 
death-rate in 1937 was 14-2, as against 13-2 in 1936. 


Causes of Death. 


In Table II, page 88, the number of deaths from some of the principal causes is shown for 
the years 1932-37, with the rates represented thereby, 
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Principal Epidemic Diseases.—Deaths from these causes in 1937 are equivalent to 0-5 per 
1,000 of the population, as compared with an average of 0-5 for the five years 1932-36. 


When compared with the average for the previous five years, deaths from typhoid fever, 
measles, and diphtheria for the year 1937, show decreases of 9, 75, and 84 respectively. On the 
other hand, deaths from scarlet fever, whooping cough, and diarrhcea and enteritis of children 
under 2 years, have increased by 24, 32, and 10. 


Of the deaths from diphtheria, 289 in number, 141 were recorded for urban areas, including 
84 for Dublin city, 17 for Cork county borough, and 7 for Limerick county borough. 


Table 2 shows that the mortality from the principal epidemic diseases in the counties 
and county boroughs varied from 0-1 for each of Longford, Leitrim and Cavan counties, 
to 1-2 for each of Cork and Waterford county boroughs. 


The death-rate from these diseases for the thirteen principal towns in the aggregate was 
0-9 per 1,000, the rates fluctuating from 0-3 for Kilkenny to 1-2 for each of Cork county borough 
and Waterford county borough. 


Influenza,—The number of deaths registered from influenza was 2,698, as against an average 
of 1,156 during 1932-36, the respective annual rates being 0-9 and 0-4 per 1,000 of the 
population. The rate per 1,000 for the aggregate of cities or boroughs and urban districts 
was 0-5 and for rural districts 1-1. 


Of the 2,698 deaths, 1,953 were registered inthe first quarter, 506 in the second, 113 in the 
third, and 126 in the fourth. 


The rates for counties and cities varied from 2-1 for Longford, to 0-4 for the City of Dublin. 


Tuberculosis——Deaths from all forms of this disease numbered 3,582, being equal to 1-2 per 
1,000 of the population, as compared with an annual average of 3,590 and a rate of 1-2 for the 
five years 1932-36. Table 2 shows that the rates in 1937 varied from 1-6 for the City of Dublin 
and Waterford county borough, and 1-5 for each of Wexford and Tipperary N.R. counties, to 
0-8 for Cavan county and 0-9 for each of Kilkenny, Longford, Roscommon and Donegal 
counties. 


For the aggregate of cities or boroughs and urban districts, the death-rate from tuberculosis 
was 1-5 per 1,000 of the population of these areas, as against 1-1 for all rural districts. The 
rate for the thirteen principal towns was 1-6 per 1,000. 


Puerperal Conditions.—The number of deaths attributed to accidents and diseases of 
pregnancy and childbirth was 181, affording a rate of 3-2 per 1,000 births registered, which 
is 1-4 below the average rate for the preceding five years. 


Of the 181 deaths, 44 were ascribed to puerperal sepsis, or 0-8 per 1,000 births, and 137 
to other puerperal conditions, or 2-4 per 1,000. . 


From Table 2, which shows the mortality for counties and county boroughs and for urban 
and rural areas in the aggregate, it will be seen that the rates varied from 9-1 for Wicklow 
county and 8-6 for Waterford county borough, to 1:1 for each of Offaly and Cork counties, and 

1-2 for Galway county. There were no deaths from puerperal causes for Cork county borough 
during the year. 


The aggregate rate per 1,000 births for cities or boroughs and urban districts was 2-5; for 
rural districts, 3-6; for the thirteen principal towns, 2:5; and for the urban districts under 
10,000 population, 2-4 per 1,000 births. 
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Ages at Death. 


Of 45,115 deaths at all ages, 4,057 or 9-0 per cent., were those of infants under one year 
of age, and 21,729, or 48-2 per cent., were those of persons 65 years and upwards. 


Infant Mortality. 


The Infant Mortality rate in 1937 was 72-per 1,000 births registered, as against 74 in 1936, 
and an average of 68 for the five years 1932-36. 


Table 2, page 111, shows that for cities or boroughs and urban districts in the aggregate, 
the rate for infant mortality was 93 per 1,000 births and for rural districts 58. . 


Deaths in Public Institutions. 
Deaths in institutions numbered 14,186, or 31-4 per cent. of all deaths registered, as com- 
pared with 31-9 per cent. in .1936. 


Inquests. 


There were 1,212 inquests or deaths registered on Coroners’ certificates during the year, 
or 2-7 per cent. of the total deaths registered ; the percentage in 1936 was 3-1. 


Uncertified Deaths. 


The number of deaths in which the cause was not stated to have been certified by a medical 
practitioner was 7,958, or 17-6 per cent. of the total deaths, as against a percentage of 17-7 
in 1936. ' : 


Cases of Infectious Disease. 


Table 5 gives the number of such cases notified during the year 1937 in urban and rural 
districts. The total number amounted .-to. 9,124, ; 


Vaccination. 


As returned by the Registrars, the number of successful primary vaccinations during the 
year was 30,621, or 54-1 per cent. of the total births registered, the percentage for the year 
1936 being 56-4, )

BIRTHS. 


The number of births registered during 1937, exclusive of 1,906 occurring in institutions 
relating to other localities, was 11,652 ; the rate per 1,000 of the estimated population repre- 
sented thereby was 24:7, as compared with 24-5 in 1936. The total births registered numbered 
13,558, of which 6,873 were boys and 6,685 girls. 


DEATHS. 


Omitting 1,105 deaths registered in the city relating to other localities, and including 
those of persons usually resident. in. Dublin who died_elséwhere in Fire, the deaths 
ascribed to the city numbered 7,023, equivalent to a rate of 14-9 per 1,000 of the estimated 
population, as against 14-9 for the year 1936. The total number of deaths registered ‘in the 
city was 7,927 (3,923 males and 4,004 females). 


In Table 4 the number of deaths by age-periods recorded for each of the districts com~ 
prising the city is shown, together with information regarding deaths from some of the principal 
causes and also the infant mortality rate. The figures for these aveas are partially corrected 
for births and deaths in institutions, and relate to the year (52 weeks) ended the st January, 
19388.

Principal Epidemic Diseases.—It will be seen from the foregoing statement that the deaths 
from this group of causes numbered 472, affording a rate of 1-00 per 1,000 of the population 
as compared with 1-24 for the preceding year. In comparison with 1936 a decrease in the 
mortality from most of these diseases is apparent. In the case of typhoid fever the number 
of deaths decreased from 11 to one; in measles from 91 to 46; in scarlet fever from 66 to 26; 
in diphtheria from 108 to 84, and in the case of diarrhoea and enteritis of children under 2 years 
from 249 to 242. An increase of 19 occurred in deaths from whooping -cough. ‘There were 
no deaths registered in either year from typhus, smallpox or dysentery. i 


Influenza.— Deaths from this cause for the city numbered 189, equivalent to 0-40 per 1,600 
of the population, as compared with a total of 39 and a rate of 0-08 for the year 1936. 


Tuberculosis.—The number of deaths from all forms of this disease was 747, representing 
1-58 per 1,000 of the population, as compared with 1-59 for the preceding year. 


Of the total, 591 were ascribed to pulmonary tuberculosis, or 1-25 per 1,000 of the popula- 


tion, and 156 to other forms of the disease, or 0:33 per 1,000. In 1936, the corresponding 
rates were 1:29 and 0:30. 


Ages at Death. 
Of the 7,023 deaths at all ages, 1,704 (or 24-3 per cent.) were those of children under 5 years 


of age, and 2,208 (or 31-4 per cent.) were of persons 65 years of age or upwards, the corre- 
sponding percentages for 1936 being 25-9 and 30-7. 


Infant Mortality. 
There were J ,231 deaths of infants under one year of age recorded, representing a rate of 106 


per 1,000 births, as compared with a rate of 114in 1936. In Table 4 the rates for the respective 
districts of the city are shown. 


Deaths in Public Institutions. 


The deaths of Dublin residents which occurred in public institutions numbered 3,722, or 
53-0 per cent. of the total deaths. 


Cases of Infectious Diseases. 


The number of cases of infectious diseases notified in the city during the year was 2,277, 
as shown in Table 5, while Table 6 gives the number of cases of certain diseases under treat- 
ment in Dublin hospitals during the same period.
